Toronto—The first shipment of 
foxes from this point to the United 
Kingdom, valued at $10,000, has left 
recently via the Canadian Pacific 
Express. There wene 16 foxes in all 
including ‘ the Internatienal D.66 
champion and grand champion of 
the 1925 Royal Agricultural Winter 
Fair, valued at $4,500. 


Serious consideration to the con- 
servation of big and small game 
in the United States is being given 
by members of gamé and fish pro- 
tective organizations in various 
states who are holding the thirteenth 
National Game Conference at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania, in New York 
city, December 6th and 7th. 

Quebec.—Estimates of the cutting 
of timber for the season 1926-27 
which runs from the latter part of 
August to the end of April, as com- 
piled by experts here, are that the 
cut will be from 15 to 20 per cent. 
over last year’s. In other words 
this season’s cut will run to about 
2,000,000,0000 feet of timber. 


Discharging over 1,500 third class 
passengers at Quebec, recently, the 
S.S. “Montcalm” and “Empress of 
Scotiand” brought the immigration 
season on the St. Lawrence for tho 
Canadian Pacific Steamships to a 
close. In the 74 Summer sailings, 
vessels of the fleet brought 40,000 
immigrants to Canada, compared 
with 28,841 from 80 sailings in 1925 
and 39,479 from 93 sailings in 1924. 
The average carrying per vessel in 
1926 was 549, in 1925, 860, and in 
1924, 424. 


The big game season now nearing 
its close in the Lake Windermere 
region has been an unusually suc- 
cessful one. Parties from the ml- 
dle western States have been numer- 
ous this year and their “luck has 


been in.” The nearness of those 
splendid breeding grounds, the 
Rocky Mountain Parks and _ tho 
Provincial Game - Preserves, has 


been a factor. Beaver trapping is 
once again, an active industry, with 
recent restrictidfis removed. Many 
licenses have been taken out, each 
licensee being a'lotted a certain de- 
fined area. 
oT ’ 

Emmanuel B. de la Giroday, a 
native of Mauritius, who has been 
resident in Canada since 1908, has 
the official sanction of the Mauri- 
tius Government to make the neces- 
sary arrangements with the Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia for the 
establishment of a farm colony in 
the Pacific coast province, according 
to report. “There are a few thou- 
sand people of English and French 
descent in Mauritius who would be 
in a position to emjgrate to Canada 
if a suitable agricultural colony 
were found,” he says. He is busy 
on a scheme for such a colony in 
the Fraser Valley where fruit and 
mixed farming would be engaged in. 


As a result of discussions at the 
Imperial Conference in London the 
cheap passage scheme under which 
British immigrants have been pro- 
ceeding to Canada during the year 
is expected to be renewed. The 
most important result of the confer- 
ence, however, will probably be the 
extension of the scheme of training 
prospective British immigrants for 
Dominion farms and, instead of the 
100 men secured by Canada in this 
manner this year, it is expected that 
with the broadening of the schemo 
from 1,200 to 1,500 men will be ob 
tained next year. A new ten weeks’ 
course in simple farm training will 
be introduced and will run 
rently with the four months’ <«

Quebec—What is said to be a 
record shipment of eels, 168 tons, 
left. this port for New York recent: 
ly, the last of gight consignments 
since the beginning of November, 
all for the same city. New Yorkers 
have acquired a partiality for the 
eel from the region below Quebec, 
and the trade is growing each year. 


One of the largest farm sales in 
several months to a single immi- 
grant family was recently effected 
in the purchase of a 720-acre tract 
five miles south-east of Brandon by 
a Lutheran farmer and four sons; 
the purchase price being $28,800. 
According to Dr. A. T. Connell, the 
farm is well equipped with stock and 
buildings. 

Sheep from the Prince of Wales’ 
Alberta ranch, south-west of Cal- 
gary, are superfine, according to 
Walter Charles Priddy, of the Cor- 
riedale Sheep Co., Gridley, Cali- 
fornia. He has just purchased forty 
head of imported Shropshires from 
the Royal ranch, as well as fifteen 
from other flocks in the district. 


Asbestos waste as a soil strength- 
ener is the latest in the line of by- 
products. Early this year the De- 
velopment Branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway undertook an_in- 
vestigation and inaugurated a 6e- 
ries of experiments in the use of 
this material. Macdonald College 
actively co-operated and results so 
far show that this material has a 
real value when applied to certain 
soils. 


A valuable consignment of twenty- 
six silver black foxes valued at ap- 
proximately $20,000 was handled by 
the Canadian Pacific Express Com- 
pany in Montreal recently. The ani- 
mals were shipped directly from 
the Meritt Silver Black Fox Ranch 


at Meritt, B.C., and will be for-

chemists, so that there would be no 
difficulty about obtaining this drug 
for impregnation purposes, even with- 
out using any tobacco leaf at. all. 
What oils other chemicals are 
used to impart the necessary odors is 
not stated in the account. While the 
making of an artificial tobacco in this 
manner appears to be entirely poss)- 
ble, and probubly cheaper than grow

One day in October last, as a result 
of the breaking of a piece of mechan- | 
ficm in the motor car used by Mail 
Courier Jack Eaton for the conveyan- | 
ce of mail between Bentley and Rim- | 
bey, Atberta, the car pbunged through 
the railing of a bridge over the Blind- 
man River, carrying the courier, a) 
passenger and the mails with it into 
the waters below. The coumer and 
the passenger succeeded after some 
difficulty in escaping from their per- | 
ilous popition—the car being largely | 
submenged—through a broken wind 
shield, Mr. Eaton's first thought on 
getting free was for the security of 
the mails, which were likely to be 
carried away, the river at that time 
being high and swift. By diving | 
several times into the muddy water, | 
he finally was successful in locating 
all but one bag, which, as it happened 
contained registered mail. Giving that | 
up for the time being, he secured dry 
clothes from a fanm nearby and with 
the lean of another motor car he pro- 
ceeded on his way to complete his 
round with the mails.
